Wendell Phillips said in a talk to Debs: 
“Debs, the world will never know with what 
bitter and relentless persecution the early 
abolitionists had to contend”. Debs said 
of him: “Wendell Phillips was a perfect 
aristocrat; a royal man, who instantly chal- 
lenged respect and admiration. Wendell 
Phillips was treated as if he had been the 
worst felon on earth. They went to his 
house to mob him, and why? Because he 
protested against sending a fugitive negro 
back into the hell of slavery.” 


“In 1880 Debs persuaded Susan B. An- 
thony to come to Terre Haute to speak at 
a series of meetings on the question of wo- 
man’s suffrage, 


“< can never forget the first time I met 
her,’ he wrote some years ago. She im- 
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pressed me as being a wonderfully strong 
character, self-reliant, thoroughly in earn- 
est, and utterly indifferent to criticism. 
There was never a time in my life when I 
was opposed to the equal suffrage of the 
sexes. I could never understand why wo- 
man was denied any right or opportunity 
that man enjoyed. Quite early, therefore, 
I was attracted to the woman-suffrage 
movement.’ ” 


“Debs became determined, with the aid 
of Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, who after- 
ward became Miss Anthony’s biographer, 
to have the pioneer suffragist speak at 
Terre Haute. He, with a few friends, met 
‘Miss Anthony at the railroad station, and 
walked with her to a hotel. 


““Т can still see the aversion so unfeel- 
ingly expressed for this magnificent wo- 
man. Even my friends were disgusted with 
me for piloting such ‘an undesirable citi- 
zen’ into the community. As we walked 
along the street I was painfully aware that 
Miss Anthony was an object of derision 
and contempt, and in my heart I resented 
it and later I had often to defend my posi- 
tion, which, of course, I was ready to do.’” 


In “The Secret of Efficient Expression” 
and “A Heart for Others” in this issue, we 
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have a revelation of Debs’ sincerity and 
nobility which has been an inspiration to 
thousands of lives. 

While we do not believe that the prin- 
ciples of Socialism will bring that regen- 
eration of hearts necessary for a more per- 
fect social condition, still we admire the 
greatness, nobility, and self-sacrifice which 
Eugene V. Debs has practiced for many 
years in his service to his fellowmen. 

Now the war is over let us concentrate 
the Love of our Creator into the hearts of 
those in authority until they grant amnesty 
to all political prisoners.

Eugene V. Debs 


HE secret of efficient expression 

in oratory—if secret it can be 

properly called—is in having 

something efficient to express, 

and being so filled with it that it 

expresses itself. The choice of words is 
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not important, since efficient expression, 
the result of efficient thinking, chooses its 
own words, molds and fashions its own sen- 
tences, and creates a diction suited to its 
own purposes. 

“....Мо man-ever made a great speech 
on a mean subject. Slavery never inspired 
an immortal thought or utterance. Selfish- 
ness is dead to every art. The love of truth 
and the passion to serve it light every torch 
of real eloquence. Had Ingersoll and Phil- 
lips devoted their lives to the practice of 
law for pay, the divine fire within them 
would have burned to ashes and they would 
have died in mediocrity. 

“Тһе highest there is in oratory is 
the highest there is in truth, in honesty, in 
morality. All the virtues combine in ex- 
pressing themselves in beautiful words, po- 
etic phrases, glowing periods, and moving 
eloquence.

The Medical Autocracy kept 1500 volun- 
teer physicians of osteopathy from prac- 
ticing for the benefit of our soldiers.

Army 
camps, against a loss of but 8 per cent by 
Osteopaths in civilian practice. 

“At a joint meeting of the American 
Public Health Association and the Chicago 
Medical Society, December 11,” says the 
Chicago Tribune, “after various serum and 
drug treatments for influenza had been dis- 
cussed the opinion was expressed that until 
a specific cure was found (you see, they ad- 
mit among themselves there is no medical 
cure as yet) it would be better for the phy- 
sician to step aside and let nature work un- 
hindered (that is, quit drugging altogether.) 
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President Charles J. Hastings, М. D. 
said: “After 25 years in practice, I feel like 
a disciple of Shakespeare who said: ‘throw | 
physic to the dogs.’”

Dr. A. A. Goldsmith caused a smile in 
the audience of physicians when he said: 
“We have very little power over pneu- 
monia. І am convinced that as many ра- 
tients have been killed by physicians as 
have been cured. I did my share of killing 
when I was in a hospital—giving whiskey, 
strychnine, etc. If patients had been let 
alone they would have recovered. During 
the last ten years I have let my patients 
alone. Don’t bother about stimulation.” 


“A Great Lakes Station naval lieuten- 
ant said the serum treatment there had met 
with little success.” 


A committee of the American Health 
Association decided December 18, 1919 that 
“no beneficial results could be derived from 
the use of alcoholic liquors.” Health Com- 
missioner Robertson of Chicago warned 
that the use of stimulants as a “flu” pre- 
ventive invited pneumonia. 


Yet with the weight of every authority 
against “poison cures” in infectious dis- 
eases, army and navy doctors ordered 
whiskey into our cantonments by the car- 
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load when the flu-pneumonia epidemic was 
at its height. They dispersed it freely and 
made officers and enlisted men alike be- 
lieve that it was a preventive both of influ- 
enza and pneumonia! 


But they would not let the osteopaths 
exercise a natural means of cure for the 
benefit of the sick soldiers, and hence many 
died who could have been saved by osteo- 
pathy! 

These same autocratic medical forces 
are planning to get control in this country 
so that they can say what kind of a doctor 
you must have in sickness, so that your chil- 
dren must have vile serums of diseased ani- 
mals injected into their flesh even though 
they become invalids for life therefrom. 

It is the insidious propaganda of these 
ruling minds that we must oppose with all 
the power of our faith-force. We must 
meet their propaganda of ignorance and 
fear with strong revelations of the true 
principles of life and health.

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FREEDOM FROM OPPRESSIVE 
LEGISLATION 


HE New York State Legislature 
recently passed the “Lusk Bill” 
which provided that: 

“No person, firm, corporation, 
association, ог society shall 
conduct, maintain, or operate . 

any school, institute, class, or course of 
instruction in any subject whatever, with- 
out securing a license from the University 
of the State of New York, under penalty of 
fine or imprisonment.” 


This meant that every school teacher, 
every religous teacher, every one who had a 
truth or an ideal of any kind to teach must 
be examined at Albany, New York, and if 
the politician who examined him or her, 
had any religious, medical, or political pre- 
judice against the ideas to be taught, a per- 
mit to teach would not be granted. 


A delegation of teachers who went to 
Albany to fight the bill reported that the 
mental atmosphere of that city was so 
charged with fear of radical ideas, that even 
they were almost convinced against their 
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better judgment that this oppressive bill 
to suppress liberty of thought was for the 
welfare of the people. 


Mrs. Clara Barstow, a teacher in The 
League for the Larger Life in New York 
City and a worker with our Ministry there, 
brought us word of this oppressive “Lusk 
Bill.” 


At a Concentration Group, our Concen- 
trators directed all the thought-force which 
thousands of our Concentrators send us in 
Blessings daily, to cleanse the mental at- 
mosphere of the City of Albany. 


We sensed that millions of conservative 
earth-bound spirits who had been the in- 
spiration and power of Tammany were 
clouding the thought atmosphere of the 
City of Albany, bent on suppressing free- 
dom of thought and ideals of liberty which 
would, if allowed to grow, dethrone politi- 
cal autocracies forever.
